THURSDAY, JUNE 22, 1995 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

Current Situation: A mid-air collision occurred in South Zone California
yesterday involving Leadplane 150Z and Airtanker 19. There were no
survivors. The entire fire community extends their sympathy to family,
friends and co-workers of the pilots involved in the accident.

Fire activity continued in the Southwest Area, southern California,
Eastern Area and Alaska. Three airtankers, 2 leadplanes, a shower and
miscellaneous overhead were mobilized to southern California.
Communications equipment and miscellaneous overhead were mobilized to the
Eastern Area. Canada ordered 20 Sustained Action Squads (Smoke chasers).
Each squad consists of a Type IV Incident Commander and 4 firefighters.
The Squads will be mobilized to Dryden, Ontario today. Large fire
activity continued in Canada with 395,496 additional acres burned.

South Zone California Large Fires:

BUTTERFIELD, San Diego Ranger Unit, California Dept. of Forestry (CDF). A
CDF State Team (Heil) and a USFS Type 1l Team (Cooney) are assigned. The
fire is burning In grass and brush. The fire made strong runs during the
day, but remained within the control lines.
